THE CONVERT FORMERLY AN ASSIST- 
ANT IN THE OMAHA DIOCESE. 


His Visit to Dr. Werlein and the Reasons 
He Gave for His Step—His Address to 
the Congregation of Centenary Church 
—Father Phelan Sends a Telegram of 
Inquiry to Father McCaffery. 


At the mid-week meeting of Centenary 
Methodist Episcopal Church South,on the 
northeast corner of Sixteenth and Pine 
streets, last Wednesday evening, the congre- 
gation was treated to a startling surprise. 

The event so unexpected, was no less than a 
profession of faith from a man who had been 
a Roman Catholic priest. | 

When Rev. Dr. 8. H. Werlein invited 
everyone who hada desire to join the church 
to come forward and make a profession 
of faith there was a solemn 
silence in the crowded auditorium. 
Asthe congregation looked around expect- 
antly they saw a tall scholarly gentleman 
about 28 years of age with a light beard cov- 
ering the lower part of his face, and wear- 
ing gold-rimmed spectacles, arise from 
his seat where he had been an attentive lis- 
tener to Dr. Werlein’s exhortations, and ad- 
vance to the desk. Dr. Werlein recognized 
him at once and extended to him 
the hand of Christian fellowship. Dr. Wer- 
Jein then turned to his people and said: 

‘*Brethren, this is Mr. Charles Kolin, a 
former Roman Catholic priest, who has 
given up that creed and now asks 
to be admitted to membership in

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words were uttered in 
@ calm, self-possessed tone, but their 
effect on his hearers was electrical. 
Every eye and every ear was strained to 
catch each motion and word of the convert, 
and when Dr. Werlein turned toward the 
former priest and invited him to speak a few 
words tothe large audience, the nerves of 
the people were laboring undera great ten- 
‘pion. ather Kolin told the story of his 
change of faith in a figure of speech. He

THE CONVERT’S ADDRESS. 

**Abouta year ago I had a dream which 
turned my waking thoughts into a channel 
whence I could not divert them. In my 
sleep I dreamed that I was lost in a 
deep cave, as dark as the shades of night. 
A few struggling rays of light filtered through 
the openingin the distance, but I strayed 
further and further from the light until I was 
shrouded in utter blackness. Then witha 
mighty effort I lifted myself from the bottom 
of the cave and came to the surface and to 


light. 

Father Kolin. said that his dream was to 
him a parable which he interpreted 
to his religious condition, 
and subsequent change of 
faith. When the former priest had com- 
pleted his remarks, many of the audience 
went forward and shook hands with 
their newly received brother, and a 
prayer was offered for his per- 
severance in the pursuit of 
truth. It was decided to admit Father Kolin 
to membership in Centenary Church next 
Sunday evening at 7:45 o’clock, and there can 
be little doubt that there will be a full attena- 
ance at the unusual ceremony. 

When the services were over the members 
of the church gathered in the vestibule and 
in the rear of the auditorium and dis- 
cussed the sensation of the even- 
ing. Everyone bad been taken 
completely by surprise because none of them 
had in their wildest dreams picturea the con- 
version of a Catholic priest, even in Cen- 
tenary, famous though this church is for re- 
markable and numerous conversions.

LABOR NEWS.' 


New Orleans Organized Workmen 
paring to Strike. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 4.—Ata late hour 
last night the Amalgamated Association or- 
dereda meetingof the committees of the 
various labor organizations at 1:30 o’ clock to- 
day for the purpose of ordering a general 
strike, alleging that : the merchants and boss 
draymen have. refused to acknowledge the 
Laborers’ Union. On the, other hand, the 
merchants claim that their’ laborers refused 
to return to work according to the 
agreement entered into by the 
committees on the 24 inst., 


that they have recognized the union by ap- 
inting a conference committee and that 
he authority granted by most of the labor 
organizations to the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion authorizing a general strike was granted 
expressly upon the ground thatthe mer- 
chants had refussd to appoint a conference 
committee. There is much dissatisfaction in 
the ranks of the labor organizations. Many 
of these unions have already hadsad strike 
experiences and are not anxious to renew the 
contest, especially when they have no griev- 
ances themselves. The merchants and boss 
draymen at a meeting yesterday raised 
$25,000 to be used in case a general strike is 
ordered in protecting those who desire to 
work. The merchants are very firm in their 
determination not to yield. The question at 
— is their right to select their own em- 
ployes, ,

WILL TRY CO-OPERATION. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., Nov. 4.—Mr. K. Sando’s 
scheme to build a co-operative steel plant 
near Homestead is being generally discussed 
in Homestead by the locked-out men, al- 
though the plan of co-operation has not been 
unfoldedtothe men. Mr. Sando returned 
this morning from his Eastern mission and 
was close for hours with the Advisory 
Committee. Finally he and a number of 
prominent members of the board left for 
Pittsburg to consult with the officials of the 
Amalgamated Association and their attor- 
neys. Several members of the Advisory 
Board came back to-night, and when Iinter- 
viewed replied that Mr. Sando seems to have 
a bona fide planof co-operation and repre- 
sents a large amount of money forthe erec- 
tion of a steel plant, but that no actual nego- 
tiations had been entered into,and until 
they were the Homestead Advisory Commit- 
tee is pledged to secrecy. 

In an interview Mr. Sando stated that his 
scheme is to practically colonize the Home- 
stead strikers. 


ORDERED OUT. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—Yesterday Agent 
McGinty of the Building Trades Council, 
ordered out the carpenters, painters, plas- 
terers, plumbers, steam-fitters and stair- 


builders, numbering thirty-five men, em- 
ployed by Oontractor Warren on the Giuer 
Building, corner of Fairfield and Boylston 
street. The trouble was caused by Mr. War- 
ren declining to instruct twelve non-union 
carpenters in his employ to join the .union. 
Unless an understanding is reached several 
huncred unfon men employed by the con- 
tractor on other buildings will probably 
strike by Monday night. - a 


STRIKING MINERS. 

TOLEDO, O., Nov. 4.—One hundred and 
twenty-five miners, employed at Gaylord’s 
coal mines on the Cleveland & Pittsburg Rail- 
road near Bellaire, O., went on strike yes- 
terday. The company had failed to pay 
them. 

WAGES REDUCED. 

BELFAST, Nov. 4.—A reduction of 5 per cent 
in the wages of ship-buildersin thiscity went 
into effect to-day. The reduction affects 
12,000 employes. 


HE HAD TO 8TEAL. 


The Story of a Bright Boy Who Speaks 
Eight Languages. 

NEw YORK, Nov. 4.—Before he was placed 
inthe Elmyra Reformatory, young Joseph 
Wierski, who ciaims that he was born a 
thief, talked freely about himself in the 
Toombs. As statedin previous; dispatches, 
when arraigned for theft, he told Judge 


Cowing he was guilty. 

‘*‘I can’t help stealing. Iam aborn thief. 
When I see things like Jewelry and watches I 
steal them becauselIcan’t help it. I don’t 
steal them because I want to get money, be- 
cause I don’t get pact cong rorthem, I give 
the things Isteal away. My parents sent me 
to America because I stole and they could not 
stop me.’’ 

The boy added that as hehad been sent to 
the best schools in Germany and spoke eight 
languages. Judge Cowing remarked that it 
was the most remarkable case he had ever 
had before him. He callea@ the interpreter up 
and tested the boy’s capacity to speak differ- 
ent languages, toseeif he was telling the 
truth. Theinterpreter talked with him and 
reported it was a fact that he was a linguist. 
He is 18 years old, and his fatherand mother 
are dead. He lived with his step-brother,a 
wealthy merchant of Danzig, Germany, until 
ayearago. When he was very young he was 
sent tothe best institutions in Europe to 
learn languages and obtain his education. 
He learned tenlanguages, but now speaks 
only eight. He made this last statement re- 
gretfully. But from his infancy, the boy 
said, he was possessed of an innate desire to 
steal. He wasathief, and realized the fact 
with the greatest sorrow. When he saw 
things of value about he had strange feelings 
in his bead, and was, as if by some unseen 
force, turned toward the object within reach, 
In a Danzig school which he attended he 
stole things from the pockets of his school- 
mates, not because he desiredthe money, 
but because he could not help it. e 
detected and was about to 
arrested when his brother 

ticket to this country and 
shipped nim here, with directions to seek out 
a grandfather who livesin Chicago. He ar- 
rived here on the Fuerst-Bismarck on Oct. 
26, 1891. He found his grandfather, and 
remained with him a few months, 
Then he robbed his relatives, and to 
use his own words, ‘‘skipped out to Erie, 
Pa.’’ Then he secured employment with 
a farmer. He worked with him two 
weeks, then stole some money and went to 
Elmira, where he robbed his next employer. 
He was arrested and served twenty days in 
the Elmira jail. Then he went to Binghamp- 
ton, where he also secured work, andina 
short time robbed his employer. He bought 
a ticket to New York, and came here a month 
anda half ago. He secured employment in 
the Grand Museum, in Grand street, at the 
candy stand. He stole the first day’s receipts 
and went tosee an acquaintance in Brooklyn. 
A pocket-book lay ona table at the friend’s 
house. He stoie it and came back to New 
York. It contained $145. 

**I don’t care anything about the things I 
steal,’’ said Wierski. ‘‘I blowitall in and 
give it away, whatever it is.’’

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LINES CLOSING UP. 


Finishing Touches Only Left of the 
Presidential Campaign. 


NOTHING REMAINS BUT TO WAIT FOR 
THE VERDICT. 


Quiet but Earnest Work Done in Arkan- 
eas-Federal and State Authorities 
May Olash in Alabama — President 
Low of Columbia Will Support Cleve- 
land—General Political News. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. 4.—The presiden- 
tial canvass in Arkansas is closed... The 
orators have retired and all now anxianusly 
await the regult. There has been spent in 
Arkansas less money than ever known be- 
fore. For the Democracy to have been lavish 
with cash would have been a willful waste of 
a good thing, The Republicans bave only 
used enough to keep their machine in good 
working order, while the Populists say they 
were too poor to pay the traveling expenses 
of their speakers, but have, however, man- 
aged to appear on every husting in the State 
and split the unoffending air with their roar- 
ing verbosity. 

But this has pot by any means been a tame 
campaign.. Farfromit. Although piling up 
Democratic votes in Arkansas may be some- 
what like carrying coals to Newcastle, yet 
the party management here has relaxed no 
vigilance in its watch on the opposition, and 
no energy in confronting and giving it battle 
at every point. The best speakers in the 
State have been in the field atthe head of 
their columns pushing the fight. 

It has alsobeena campaign of surprises. 
Points have been sprung and attitudes as- 
sumed considerably out of the usual order of 
political events. The first surprise was 
Judge John MecClure’s instructions to United 
States Supervisors to violate the State law 
governing elections. The new election law 
in Arkansas provides that when an illiterate 
voter shall ask that his ballot be made out 
for him the room shall be cleared ofall per- 
sons excepting himself and the 
officers acting under that law. 
Judge McClure contended that his su- 
pervisors should be present then and there 
and allthetime. This at first created con- 
siderable consternation among many of the 
election oOfficerg. Foratime they were dan- 
gerousiy sailing between a political Cha- 
rybdis and Scylia, at least they felt as though 
they were. To. permit the Supervisors to 
follow the instructions of McClure they felt 
would result intheir violation of the State 
law, and to enforce the latter, as they inter- 
preted it, might render them liable to 
prosecution in the Federal courts. 
Many of the election judges ten 
dered their resignations. At this juncture, 
and to the disgust of Judge McClure, Ool. J. 
MW... Honse, Chairmaaof the Democratic State 
Central Committee, issued an address to the 
election officers, urgingthem to allow the 
federal supervisors all the legal latitude they 
desired in scrutinizing and inspecting the 
manner of holding and conducting the 
election. 

In the Congressional fight it is virtually 
a walk-over, though the campaign has been 
fought from start to finish on high pressure 
principle. In every district except one 
the Democracy has a majarity against the 
combined forces of the Republicans and 
Populites. In that district, in the State elec- 
tion,the Republicans and Populites’jstrength 
was superior to that of the Democracy. Here 
comes ina final surprise. In the arrange- 
ment between the Republicans and third 
party it was agreed that the latter should 
have five Congressmen, the Republicans one, 
and that four candidates of one party and 
four of the other should constitute the elec- 
toral ticket. The Republicans were allowed 
the privilege of selecting the district 
in which to nominate their candidate 
for Congress. They choose the frst, one of 
the safest Democratic strongholds in the 
State. The Republicans in the Fifth District 
will not vote for a Third party candidate, or 
at least they have never done so, and as J. 
E, Bryan is the Populist candidate who is 
opposing Hugh A. Dinsmore in this district, 
itis safe to predict that he will be defeated 
by several hundred majority. He is the most 
unpopular Third partyite,with the exception 
of Birmingham, in the State. 

Gen Powell Clayton lives in this @istrict, 
and it is said was instrumental in preventing 
the nomination of a strong candidate against 
Dinsmore. Gen. Clayton is saying nothing 
about politics, and is certainly not working 
for his party in his own politiral bailiwick— 
nor, indeed, elsewhere. Sub rosa, it is 
known that Mr. Dinsmore, who» was 
Minister to Corea during Cleveland’s 
administration, and who is one of 
the handsomest men in Arkansas, will, in 
course of time, become Clayton’s son-in-iaw. 
This little family affair doubtless enters into 
his political non-action—which means a dull 
campaign with his political people. 

These little surprises are exhilerating. 
They give zest to the closing days of the cam.- 
paign, makes Democracy’s armor shine 
brighter and presage a more brilliant victory 
than the first days gave promise of. 


LOOKING FOR TROUBLE, 


A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY LIKELY TO OCCUR 
IN ALABAMA. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 4.—The appoint- 
ment of United States Marshal Walker and 
the subsequent telegram of Gen. Shelly, 
Chairman ofthe Democratic Campaign Com- 
mittee, to the Chairman of the Dallas County 
Committee to arrest the deputies should 
they come within thirty feet of the polls, 
have caused some apprehensions that there 
will be a conflict . between the 
State and federal authorities on elec.

their official duties. Intheevent an arrest 
becomes necessary you are directed to carry

If 
it mes necessary in making the arrest 
you have the rightto summon your aid

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—Mr. Seth Low, Presi- 
dent of Columbia College, said yesterday toa 
reporter that he had decidea to vote for 
Cleveland. Mr. Low has been one of 
the best known Republicans in the 
State.

MISSIOURI POLITIOS. 


IMMENSE OUTPOURING OF DEMOCRACY AT CAR- 
ROLLTON YESTERDAY. 


CARROLLTON, Mo., Nov. -4.—The most won- 
derful rally of the campaign was held at this 
place yesterday by the Democrats. No less 
than 18,000 people were in town, nearly seven 
thousand of whom marched in the 
procession in the morning. Gov. Fran 


cis, Senator Cochrane ofr St. Jo- 
seph, and Gen. Blair of Kansas addressed im- 
mense crowds at the same time in the after- 
noon, and a good-natured, enthusiastic 
crowd was everywhere. The eight bands 
which were in the procession were taken in 
hand by the DbDandmaster of the Cameron Mill- 
tary Band and paraded the streets, 
ninety -six musicians in one great 
body, in the afternoon.

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Conclusion of the Smyth-Leader Suit 
for Damages. 


THE PLAINTIFF AWARDED £500 BY T 


Many Points of Similarity to the Osborne- 
Hargreaves Case—Society in a Ferment 
—The Irish Parliamentary Fund Can- 
not Be Released—Archduke of Austria 
Coming to America. 


Lonpon, Nov. 4,—The Queen’s bench di- 
vision of her Majesty’s High Court of Justice 
was again crowded to-day with an aristo- 
cratic throng, all curious to hear the conclu- 
sion of the celebrated Leader-Smyth case, 
which is an action fordamages for slander 
brought by Mrs. Lieut, Leader against Mrs. 
Maj.-Gen. Gibbons Smyth. ‘The latter 
charged that Mrs. Leader, while on a visit to 
her house on Sept. 21, 1891, stole a brooch be- 
longing to Mrs. Smyth, which the latter de- 
clared she subsequently saw exposed for sale 
in a jeweler’s shop. Mrs. Smyth procured 
the brooch by threatening to take legal ac- 
tion against the jeweler, and then wrote 
a letter to Mrs. Leader, who was 
in India with her husband, ac- 
cusing her of the theft and stating 
that if she desired to avoia publicity she 
must send by return mail five guineas to 
cover costs of recovering the brooch, In- 
stead of replying tothis letter, Mrs. Leader, 
as soon as possible after the receipt thereof, 
instructed counsel to bring suit for damages 
for slander against Mrs, Smyth, Mrs. Leader 
acknowledged selling a brooch to the jeweler 
in whose shop the alleged stolen article was 
found, but declared that the brooch she sold 
was her personal property, it having been 
given to her bya friend, Capt. French, as a 
wedding gift. 

To-day was the fourth day of the trial, and 
as the case has progressed interest has in- 
creased and late comérs found it impossible 
to getinto the court-room. Many of those 
who were unable to gain admission waited 
for hours inthe corridors, asit was almost 
certain that the case would be brought to an 
end to-day, and they wanted to be among 
the first to hear the verdict. 

ADDRESS TO THE JURY. 

When Justice Day had taken his seat on the 
bench and the court wes declared open, Mr. 
Lockwood, counsel for Mrg, Leader, tookjup 
the summing up at the point where he was 
interrupted yesterday by the adjournment of 
the court. He reminded the jury that the 
jeweler who sold Mrs. Smyth the brooch had 
failed after three examinations to.find his 
private mark on the brooch produced in 
court, which was the brooch Mrs, Leader had

He asked 
the jury to consider the strong improbability 
ofa woman of Mrs. Leader’s position, with 
plenty of money and jewelry, stealing a 
brooch of minor value from the dressing 
| table of her friend, while the friend was in 
the room, wearing it on the same day and 
selling it within a stone’s throw of Mrs. 
Smyth’s house. At this point the audience 
applauded, Justice Day remarked: 

‘‘Ifiknew who were the vulgar persons 
who applauded and are treating the court- 
room asa place of private entertainment, I 
would give them such punishment as would 
prevent them fora long period from making 
similar noises.’’ 

Justice Day then proceeded to sum up the 
case. He expressed surprise at the line of 
defense. Continuing he said that ifthe de- 
fendant had pleaded that she had uttered 
the slander on a privileged occasion he 
might have held that that view was right in 
the absence of express proofof malice. But 
the defense justified the slander and under- 
took to prove to the satisfaction of the jury 
that the brooch had been stolen by Mrs. 
Leader from Mrs. Smyth’s room, 

CURIOUS COINCIDECER. 

It was a curious coincidence that these two 
ladies, friends, should possess brooches of a 
pattern from which the original marker 
knew of only nine being manufactured until 
1891. It was alsoa curious coincidence that 
both ladies should cease to possegsthem at 
about the same time, Mrs, Smyth losing hers 
and Mrs. Leader sellingS hers. With regard 
to Mrs. Leader’s position, it ig important to 
remember that she was not in want of 
money. Viewing all the evidence, he must 
say that if the case had been taken to a crim- 
inal court he would not, on the evidence of 
Mrs. Smyth, allowed the charge to go before 
ajury. It wasopento the presept jury to 
decide whether Mrs. Smyth was actuated by 
malice in uttering the charges against Mrs. 
Leader, 

The jury retired at 10:10 and returned at 
1:35 with a verdict awarding. Mrs, Leader 
$2,500 damages, 

The verdict was greeted with applause, 
which the Court immediately suppressed. 
The friends of Mrs. Leader crowded around 
her, enthusiastically congratulating her. 
She waited in the court-roOm only long 
enough to shake hands with Mr. Lockwood, 
after which, accompanied by her husband, 
she quickly walked through the. corridor and 
enteredacab. A large crowd was blocking 
the Strand, and Mrs. Leader, when she was 
recognized, was loudly cheered, The police 
attempted to clear the street, but their ef- 
forts were vain until after Mrg, Leader had 
passed. 

Gen. and Mrs. Smyth waited in the court- 
room until the spectators had dispersed. In 
the meantime they held a whispered: consul- 
tation with their friends. The verdict, with 
costs and additional damages that the de- 
fendants will have to pay, is at least $7,500.

Take the first district for instance. That is 
the Evansviile district, down in the south- 
western corner ofthe State, where a Demo- 
cratic Congressman was elected in 1888 by the 
narrow plurality oftwenty votes. The Ke- 
publicans profess to have strong hopes of 
electing their candidate yet, theirown poll 
shows a Democratic plurality of 225 in Van- 
derburg County alone. Evansville isin Van- 
derburg County and the Republicans hope to 
make large gains there. On the third poll 
taken by the Democrats a Democratic plural- 
ity of 4280 was shown. Editor Ged Shanklin of 
the Evansville Courier piaces the Democratic 
plurality in Vanderburg County at 600 and in 
the First District at 1,500. 

The last big Democratic rally of the cam- 
paign to be held in Indianapolis takes place 
Saturday night. An effort will be made to 
surpass the tremendous demonstration at 
Terre Haute of Monday night last which, up 
to date, is the Danner rally ofthe campaign. 


CONNECTICUT. 


THE OUTLOOK IN FORMER DEMOCRATIC AND RE- 
PUBLICAN STRONGHOLDS. 

NEw Haven, Conn., Nov. 4.—In going over 
the counties of Connecticut in succession 
some of the points of Democratic weakness 
and strength may be seen. Litchfield County 
is one of the frayed strands in the Dem- 
ocratic cord. It has been so ever since the 
death of W. H. Barnum, who, by a union of 
organization and dollars, held the county 
firm. Fred Miles has now become Barnum’s 
legatee, but he represents the other party’s 
interests. AS a consequence, the Dem- 
ocratic strongholds in the north- 
West part of the county show a 
constant tendency to drop away. Oddly 
enough, tne southeast towns in the 
county shows Democratic gains, notably 
Plymouth and Thomaston. Theold town of 
Plymouth used torun up to 200 Republican 
majority. The county has four tobacco 
towns, namely, New Melford, Kent, Wash- 
ingtonand Roxbury. Taking the county as 
a whole the Democrats will do pretty well if 
they hold the Republican plurality down to 
its figures of 290 in 1888. It may run 1000r 200 
higher. Fairfield County isa region of much 
fairer Democratic promise, except possibly 
in the factory-bossed town of MHunt- 
ington. There is no reason to 
expect Democratic losses. The new 
voters in Danbury, Norwalk and Bridgeport 
show up handsomely for the Democrats, the 
latter city alone, it is said, givinga gain of 
600 for the party. This is alsoa gain which 
exceeds considerably the ratioof the Demo- 
cratic majority in the city tothe whole vote. 

The large towns of Stamford and Green- 
wich are under able Democratic manage- 
ment, and Ridgefield 1s a local point of the 
same party’s activity. The county, as a 
whole, ought to make Democratic gains much 
more than enough to offset losses in Litch- 
field County at the other end of the district. 

New Haven County is the Democratic 
stronghold, polling normally 3,000 plurality 
for the Democratic ticket. The bulk ofits 
vote is thrown in New Havencity, Water- 
bury, Meriden and the Naugatuck Valley. 
All these places oughtto show, with the se- 
cret ballot, decided Democratic gains as com- 
pared with 1888. [wo shadows on Demo- 
cratic prospects are the Pigott faction fight 
anda slight draft whichthe People’s party 
may make on the Democratic strength, nota- 
bly in Naugatuck and possibly in Meriden. 
New Haven and Fairfield Counties gave in 
1888 a Democratic plurality of3,437. Itought to 
rise this year at least 600 above these figures. 
Hartford County did badly in 1888 with its 
plurality of 1,073 for Harrison, which 
shifted two years ago to several hundred 
plurality for Morris. It did, in fact, so badly 
in 1888 thatit hardly seems possible that it 
can do so badly again, though its Republican 
voters areapttocome out pretty freely in 
presidential years. The county has fifteen 
tobacco towns where the 
licans may make slight ga to 
be more than offset by losses in Hart- 
ford City, and the factory towns like En- 
fleld and Bristol, where the secret ballot will 
make the Republicans trouble. The county 
as a whole ought to score a handsome Demo- 
cratic gain over 1888. 

Tolland County is made up almost entirely 
of country towns, with their decaying farms. 
The chief exception is the bustling city of 
Rockville, where, during the last few years 
the Democrats have been making splendid 

ains. 

It is very doubtful whether the Republicans 
can hold their own in the little towns 
and in Rockville they ought to 
suffer a loss of at least 1,000 votes. 
The county’s plurality of 632 for Harrison in 
1888 ought to show a considerable reduction, 
Middlesex is another conservative and essen- 
tialfarm County, with few factory places. 
Outside of Middletown Democrats do not ap- 
pear, this year, to be fully united, but losses 
in that place are likely to be made good by 
dissatisfied workmen of the Portland quar- 
ries, across the river. The mostof them are 
Republicans and many have just gone on a 
strike. The County gave Harrison 750 plu- 
rality in 1888, but from this point of view 
and after a rough canvass of the 
towns it hardly seeims possible that it can 
duplicate that plurality, much less raise it. 
Wyndham and New London. Counties make 
up the Third Congressional District, the 
only sure Republican district in the State. 
Wyndham County in 1888 gave Harrison 1,010 
majority and New London only 138 after a 
campaign in which the Democrats waged hot 
war on the principle of protection. The 
gains were increased in 1890 with David A. 

Wells running as Democratic candidate for 
Congress. 

This year, for some reason, the whole sit- 
uation in the district as viewed from here is 
deeply mysterious. ‘the Democratic State 
Comunittee say that all reports are ‘‘good,’’ 
but it seems impossible to get any direct or 
trustworthy reports. The French Canadians, 
of whom there are many in the district, are 
said to have been naturalized this year in 
larger numbers than usual and to be going 
into the Democratic camp. On the other 
hand, there are alarming rumors of Doodle in 
the district on the ‘‘Rhode Island plan'’ and 
schemes to circumvent the secret ballot law. 
On the whole, if the Democrats there succeed 
in maintaining their handsome gains of the

THE VOTE HARRISON WILL BRING DOWN TO 
HARLEM RIVER. 

BINGHAMPTON, N. Y., Nov. 4.—Broome falls 
in with the procession of Republican coun- 
ties, which may be expected to return re- 
duced Republican majorities. If Harrison 
receives a plurality in excess of 1,500, as 
against 1,958 four years ago, the Republican 
managers will acknowledge themselves poor 
prophets. Indeed, their hopes will be real- 
ized if that figure is reached. If the plural- 
ity Jumps above 1,400 the Democratic leaders 
will sadly miss their guess. The campaign 
four years ago was complicated by the local 
question, which completely dwarfed all na- 
tionalissues. Harrison’s unprecedented ma- 
jority was the result of general dissatisfaction 
growing out of the selection of the site for 
the new Federal building. Three or four 
locations were discussed and each had its 
array of supporters. Feeling ran high and 
when a site was picked out on the street run- 
ning along the river far removed from the 
business center a hows of indigngtion went 
up. Cleveland was blowed as it was charged 
that Col. Lamont has used his influence in 
the matter to boom the interests of his friends 
who owned the property in that vicinity. 

All this happened on the eve of the presi- 
dential election, and Cleveland, itis said by 
the leaders on both sides, lost more than 600 
votes. Since 1888, however, the business 
center has been gradually shifting towards 
the post-office, and the question has ceased 
to be discussed. It will cut no figure in this 
campaign, asthe Democrats who were in- 
censed at the time have returned to their old 
allegiance. And sothe Republicans are dis- 
posed to admit that the plurality will be de- 
creased just that much. Besides recovering 
or re gaining the vote lost before, the Demo- 
crats profess to believe that they will win 
over many farmers to Cleveland. 

The Republicans, however, show no alarm 
over claims of this sort. They admit that 
possibiy a few disappointed wool growers 
will Dolt their national ticket, but say the 
number will not materially affect the result. 
The Democratic leaders have no reason to 
believe that Harrison’s lurality will be 
above 1,400. Several think it will fall to 1,100. 
There are no factions in the party, and the 
canvass has been conducted without a hitch. 

If the Republicans roll up a majority of 
1,500 it will be larger comparatively than was 
ever given before, 1888 excepted. Fassett 
only received a plurality of 1,479 and the 
hardest kind of a fight was made inthis 
county. The total vote polled was only 
about 1,500 less than that cast in the Presi- 
dential election. Davenport’s majority over 
yd was 1,881 and Miller’s over Hill was only 

] . 

The normal Republican majority is be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,400. SO when 
Chairman Lyons figures on Harri- 
son’s majority he predicts only what 
has been the usual result. At all events a 
reduction of 500 in the majority as compared 
with 1888 is not lacking in significance. 
Broome simply shows that the Republican 
managers in computing total majorities have 
got to make big allowances, and with losses 
equally as large or larger ih Chautauqua, 
Cattaraugus and Allegany, how do the Re- 
publicans figure on anything like a 90,000 
majority atthe Harlem River. About 70,000 
would be a closer estimate. 

The outlook in Chenango, Broome and 
neighboring counties is more prom- 
isin to the Republicans. Har- 
rison carried the county by 1,148 
majority, butif he gets more than 1,000, or 
even that, the Republicans will consider 
themselves particularly fortunate. The Peo- 
ple’s party has a number of converts among 
the farmers up there and many farmers have 
declared for Cleveland. 

The Democrats do not beliévethat Harri- 
son will get more that 900. And so the story 
runsin all the Republican counties in the 
southern and western part of the State. 
Harrison had only 82,000 to the river in 1888 
and where, exceptin these stronghold dis- 
tricts did the epublicans look for gains 
large enough to boost it to 90,000, which they 
claim? But nowhere is any evidence of an 
increase to be found.

DEDUCTION MADE FROM THE REGISTRATION IN 
THE TWIN CITIES. 

8ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 4.—The registration 
for St. Paul and Minneapolis which taken to- 
gether cast one-fourth of the vote of the State, 
foots up 70,404. Of these 43,00¢4are registered 
in Minneapolis, and 27,400in St. Paul. The 
Republicans claim that their poll shows that 
the Democrats will carry St. Paul by 500, and 


the Republicans Minneapolis by 8,000. Upon 
this basis the Republican State Comm ittee 
claim that the State will give Harrison a 
plurality of 22,600 on five electors, and Nelson 
a plurality for Governor of 18,000.

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WORLD’S FAIR MATTERS. 


Adverse Criticism of Regulations by 
Electric Exhibitors. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 4.—Much adverse criti- 
cism is being indulged in by those who pro- 
pose to exhibit electrical contrivances at the 
World’s Fair at the action of the Board of 
Directors in adopting the rule closing the 
doors at7 p. m. each day. Inthe opinion of 
the electrical people and many others the 
doors should be kept open at night. The 
action of the board was approved by the 
National Commission, and no sooner was 
the announcement made through the news- 
papers than protests began coming in. The 
electrical people objected because they had 


understood the gates would be open nightly 
until 10 or 10:30 o’clock. Onthis presump- 
tion they made extensive plans for night ex- 
hibits and contributed much more machinery 
than they otherwise would had it been un- 
derstood that the gates would be open at 
night at irregular intervals. 

Besides the wishes of intending exhibitors, 
there is another phase which should appeal 
to the Exposition management, and that is 
both in money making features of night ex- 
positions as well as the accommodation of 
the public. Solongagoas 1867 an imperfect 
attempt was made to draw the per to the 
Paris Exposition grounds in the evening, 
when some of the buildings on the Champ 
de Mars were Kept open from 6 until ill p. m. 
This ended in a failure on account of the im- 
lighting obtained by the aid 
of gas and oil lamps. n 1881, 
however, when the electrical exhibition was 
held atthe Palais de l’Industrie, electrical 
incandescent lighting had advanced af such 
a stage that it was practicable to illuminate 
the building. It proved very successful, ift- 
asmuch as more people attended the show at 
night than sought admission during the day- 
time. 

The money taken fn at the doors in the 
morning and afternoons amounted to , 
daily. hat taken in the evenings amounted 
to $75,000 dally—a difference of over $6,000 in 
favor of night displays over day exhibitions. 
There is no doubt but that the matter will be 
reconsidered.

WHAT SHALL THE ANSWER BE? 

Another Grand-jury has exhibited and 
condemned the abuses fastened upon the 
administration of criminal justice in this 
city by thecriminal protective combine 
and ‘‘push’’ rascality. 

The repulsive talehas been told many 
times.

The late Grand-jury, Jike its predeces- 
sors, recognized the hopelessness of pun- 
ishing push villainy, crushing the ring 
and purifying the courts through the 
officials who are responsible for their 
abuse. It appeals tothe people. It asserts 
that the only relief lies in the exercise of 
the elective franchise and the election of 
honest and capable men. . 

The answer to this appeal will be given 
at the polls next Tuesday. 

If the honest citizens of St. Louis are not 
hardened to corruption, if they are not 
willing that criminal justice should bea 
travesty and that the Criminal Court 
should be the tool of corrupt: politicians, 
they will vote for clean, capable candidates 
and a new deal.

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FORETASTE OF FORCE-BILLISM. 


The United States Marshals and Super- 
visors of elections have been instructed by 
Mr. Harrison’s Attorney-General to en- 
force Federal supervision of the ballot box 
at any cost. They have been told to over- 
ride local law and authority in the dis- 
charge of their functions as Federal officers, 
and to arrest all citizens obstructing their 
performance. The manner in which these 
functions may be exercised and the limit of 
the privileges of these officials are left 
largely to their own judgment and dis- 
cretion, but in exercising their own dis- 
cretion they are assured that the supreme 
power of the National Government is at 
their back. 

Let it be remembered that although this 
law is an actof the people’s representatives 
in Congress the power it confers is vested 
in an administration now on trial before 
the people. Theauthority to interpret the 
law, issue instructions and enforce them, 
is directly derived from a President who is 
seeking re-election. The men charged 
with the law’s enforcement are dependent 
upon him for present and future political 
favors. He and they will be the bene- 
ficiaries of any abuse of the law. 

The laws which these sub-officials are 
told to over-ride are the laws framed 
by the people of the States to protect them 
in the free exercise of the franchise. The 
elections which are to be brought under 
the control of administrative officials are 
the elections of the people’s governmental 
representatives. 

There is only one link missing to render 
thislaw a complete chain to bind the 
people into submission to the administra- 
tion and party in powerat Washington. 
This link is the authority to station 
soldiers atthe polls. Although, as the 
law nowstandsand is used bythe Re- 
publican party, an army of men may be 
employed to execute the decrees of the 
administration’s agents, yet the intimi- 
dating bayonets ofthe army are lacking. 
This deficiency the Davenport and Lodge 
election bill was intended to supply. 

Under the instructions of the leaders 
of thé Harrisonian cohorts the country 
will probably be treated on Tuesday toa 
startling object lesson on the subject of 
Federal interierence in local elections. It 
will bea foretaste of the operation of the 
force bill, the enactment of which will 
follow the success of the plutocratic party.

A FUTILE ATTEMPT TO RESENT AN

The 
unknown could not be found, The police 
discredit the girl’s story, and say thatif she 
was taken intothe wine-room it was not bs 
force. They say that it would be impossible 
forthe mente drag her without attracting 
the attention of persons in the vicinity. 
Louis Cella was bailed out at midnight last 
night by Delegate Jim Cronin after having 
spentabout three hours in the holdover. 
Cella says that as he was passing Eighth 
street and Lucas avenue about 7:80 o’clock he 
was stopped by an acquaintance who was 
standing on the corner talking to the woman, 
The man asked him where he was go- 
ing and he told him he was on “his 
way to his saloon. The fellow said they 
would go with him, and the three proceeded 
down the street together.

WITH Hig BOOTY. 


Ephraim Pierce’s Brains Blown Out and

Yesterduy morning an 
unknown man called him to his door about 
the hour mentioned and under pretense of 
showing him that his fence was down and his 
stock out decoyed the old manto his jot, 
where the robber deliberately blew the old 
man’s brains out with a shotgun. The robber 
then procured the key tothe safe and rified 
it of money. It is supposed that he got about 
$2,000. The murderer then escaped.

Itis 
also belleved by parties who are acquainted 
with the former state of affairs that 
the said friend furnished the murderer 
clean garments and smuggled him 
through the city and ovef the rallroad 
of which helsanemploye. The latter sup- 
position originated trom thefact of the close 
friendship of the mén. ‘The railroad man 
was alsoa friend of the murdered woman 
and called upon her frequently. 

The funeral of Mrs. Wing occurred at 
Greenville yesterday. It was private, and 
was attended only by the family connections.

DISASTERS AT SEA. 


The British Warship Howe Still Fast 
Ferrol Bar. ie 


Lonpowr. Nov. 4.—A dispatch from Ferrol 
yesterday evening state. that the British war- 
ship Howe, which stranded on the Ferrol bar 
had been floated, This morning private dis- 
patches from Corunna say that the ship has 
not been floated, and assert that her total 
loss is inevitable. The prow of the Howe is 
completely submerged, while her poop deck 
Stands out of the water. The vessel fs falling 
over on the starboard side and her decks are 
at such an angle that her guns are shift- 
ing against her starboard bulwarks. The 
divers who have examined the stranded ves- 
sel state that her keel is destroyed and that 
it will be impossible to repair her, The 
officers and crew of the Howe have trans- 
ferred their effects to the flagship Royal Sov- 
ereign. Admiralty officials to-day say thas 
they received numerous telegrams during 
the night from the officers of the Howe but 
none of them stated the vessel had been 
floated. They added that the efforts to fet 
her off would be continued and they hoped to 
avert her loss, as her inner bottom had not 
been pierced by the rocks. 


RESCUED FROM DEATH. 

Lonxpow, Nov. 4.—The crew of the Norwe 
gian bark Isabel, were saved by the Russian 
bark Zeriba, from Richibucte for Rhyl. The 
Captain of the Isabel reports that his vessel 
encountered a terrific gale in which she was 
thrown on her veam ends, After three ors 
of continuous labor the crew succeeded in 
sawing off the wasts and in jettisoning the 
deck cargo, but still the vessel would not 
right, heavy seas continuing to sweep over 
her. Thecrew had abandoned all hope of 
saving either the vessel or themselves wien 
the Zeriba hove in sight. The rescue of the 
Isabei’s sailors was effected with great 
trouble. One of the seamen sustained a trac- 
ture of the leg. 


STILL AGROUND. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 4.—The Samaritan is still 
aground at Vennaes. The channel at that 
place is crooked and narrow and the current 
is rather swift. As soon as word was fe- 


ceived of the mishap vessels were dispatched 
with lighter barges. The Samaritan is heav- 
ily loaded with grain, apples, cheese and 
general merchandise, besides 510 head of 
cattle.

BRIDGS IN A VERDICT AFTER 
LONG DELIBERATION. 


Story of the Affray in Which the Gallant 
Policeman Lost His Life—Newman’s 
Tale About Another Having Fired the 
Shot Not Believed—Newman’s Oom- 
plaint. ; 


Harrisoh Duncan, the negro who murdered 
Officer James Brady, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree last night. The 
jury did not report until after midnight and 
the verdict was sealed until court opened 
this morning. The trial had been going on 
before Judge W. W. Edwards in Clayton, St. 
Louis County, for the past three days and was 
only concluded at7o’clock yesterday even- 
ing: The State was represented by Judge 
Krum, and the negrowas defended by At- 
torneys Farner and Royse. 
THE MURDER. 

Police Officer James Brady was shot and 
‘Killed by Harrison Duncan in Charles Stark’s 
galoon, 715 North Eleventh street, on the 
night of Oct. 6, 1890, at about 9 o’clock. 

The tragic affair was preceded by a street 
fightin front of Stark’s saloon between two 
negroes. Officer Gaffney, who walked. the 
beat, came upon the scene and told the 
negroes to desist and ordered the crowd 
which had gathered to disperse. With an 
oath, a negro who stood behind the officer 
felled him to the sidewalk with a heavy cane. 
On regaining his feet he was again knocked 
down, and realizing then that he was in 
‘the hands of deadly foes, he drew his 
revolver and sprang tohis feet. He firedtwo 
shots in the air and the negroes ran into 
Stark’s saloon. Waiting a moment for his 
shot to attract another officer he plunged 
into the saloon after the negroes. They had 
run upstairs to a billiard hall above the 
saloon. He followed, and seeing Harrison 
Duncan, the negro who had first struck him, 
be started for him, but was immediately 
surrounded and again knocked down before 
he could fire a shot. Just then Officers 
Maloney and Oonnors who had heard the 


~ ghooting dashed into the saloon and taking in 


the situation ata glance, drew their revol- 
vers and commenced firing on the crowd 
around Officer Gaffney and on 
other negroes in the saloon proper 
who ha@ drawn their revolvers. A deadly 
fusilade weat on for a few secon(s which Off- 
Gaffney joined in. While the battle was 
at its height Officer James srady dashed in 
the front door. Hesaw Harrison Duncan at 
the toot of the stairs which he had descended 
when the officers came in and was 
using his revolver with deadly intent. 
Brady fired a shot and advanced on 
Duncan who returned the stot and ran 
across the room tothe bar, behind which he 
retreated. Brady fired at his head as he 
ered over the barand Duncan fired back. 
Brady then made a bold move. He ran to 
the bar, climbed upon it and Dending over 
until he could see Duncan he_ shot 
at him. Duncan jumped to 
his feet, and placing fis weapon within a 
foot of Brady’s breast he shot him through 
the heart. Brady fell to the floor and gasped: 
**J’m shot through the heart.’’ Officer Con- 
nors, who had emptied his revolver, boldly 
advanced on Duncan, and eo woeneg | the 
empty revolver at his head ordered him to 
throw up his hands. Duncan did soand the 
battle ended. The officers held the negroes 
in the saloon prisoners until help arrived, 
when they were taken to the Four Courts. 

Duncan was charged with murder in the 
first degree andafter his preliminarx hear- 
ing his lawyers, Farner and Royse, took a 
change of venue to St. Louis County on the 
ground that the inhabitants of St. Louis 
were prejudiced against himand would not 
give hima fairand impartial trial. Every 
means known to the law has been used in the 
past two years to keep this case from going 
to trial, but a verdict has finally been 
reached, :

With Fighters From Forty to Sixty 

Pounds Heavier—A New and Stringent 

Classification Necessary—Gossip From 
the World of Sport. 


Joe Choynski’s victory over George God- 
frey at Coney Island on Monday night unmis- 
takably places the Californian in the front 
rank of the light heavy-welghts of the coun- 
try, and here the division of the heavy- 


weight class again pees itself. All fair- 
minded men agree that there should be some 
provisions made to approximately match 
men equally in the future, says an exchange. 
It would be obviously unfair to ask Choynsk!i 
to enter into competition with men 
to whom he must concede all 
the way from twenty to 
pounds in weight. Under the present stand- 
ara of weights, all scaling over 158 pounds 
are in the heavy-weight class. By this line 
of reasoning, Choynski, who fought Godfrey 
at 168 pounds, fs in the same class with Sulll- 
van, who has battled at 219 pounds; Goddard, 
who weighs in at 195; Jackson, whois in trim 
at 205; ‘*Big’’ Joe McAuliffe, known to have 
entered the ring when he fought the late 
Frank Glover weighing 228 unds; 
and Champion James Corbet who 
asserts that he will never again 

utup his hands unless he has 200 pounds 

hindthem., The question of weight has 
never been satisfectory. Under the middle- 
weight limit there are all sorts of classes. 
The 100-pound man, theelastic Dantum; the 
feather-weilght, whodetermines whether he 
makes a match ati1lsor 122, as he pleases; 
the 126 and 128-pounders (happily almost ex- 
tinct), and the lightweight, who fightsa 
the way from 133 pounds to 140, and none o 
these ever lose their standing. The middle- 
weight is possibly the most closely confined 
man of the lot, yet he, too, has 
no scruples in combating a matter in- 
volving an ounce or two. It is the little 
heavyweight, whoenters that class as soon 
as he exceeds 158 pounds, who suffers t, 
and some measure of relief is sadly need'to 
help him. If all the recognized athletic 
clubs of the country were to put their heads 
together a fair and equitable table of weights 
could be adopted andin this manner many 
unfair contests made impossible. The pres- 
ent heavyweight class is entirely too exten- 
sive and should be divided into a@t least three 
divisions, 1. e., under 170, under 190, and be- 
yond the latter notch.
